I,—DEPARTMENTAL NOTES. 

t. During the year under report there is nothing of ioipoitauc^ to record 
PeriMiiKl. coneeniiiig the personnel of Officers. 

2. ^^y Head Cferk, Mr, Narayan Mahadeo Tatake, u'hu joined this 

^_ ^ Department on 6th June tSSS, was allowed, at his 

request, to avail himself of coinbined leave—privJI^^e 
for three months and retiring furlough for sixteen months and six days—beginnbig 
with the ist Novfiuher 1516. The second clerk h'iS been appointed to act as 
Head Citsrk, the third clerk to act as second clerk, and Mr. K. R. Cmrujt 
a clerk In the office of the hfnhftlkari of Dhond Peta, in the Poona Gollectoratt, 
has been taken on deputation as third derk. 

3. Mr, R. R. Gujar, General Assistant, uas also on combined leave for 
six months and twenty-five days only, after the expiry* of which he retired from 
service. He has been succeeded by Bala Laxman Chavan- 

4. Owing to serious illness the Third Cbrk, Afr. Y. M. Dikshit, was a 1 si» 
compelled to take combined leave extending over four months and twenty- 
three days. 

IL-YEAR’S WORK. 


3, At the Headquarters the compilation of the Annual Progress Report of 

the last vear, the writing out of detailed and exhaustive 
articles for the Director-General's Atthi^ological Annml 
and the publication of ihe List of PImlo-Negative3 and of Drawings prCscrv^ 
In my Office, fully occupi^ me and my Assistant. The Establishment men were 
busy with completing their work, sufficient materials for ivhich had been cibtalned 
in the last tounng season. 

6. In my last year's Report 1 have stated that departmental notes have 

been drown up for the effective conservation of most 
of the dilapidated monuments that have been declared 
protected, and that the principal work of my Department in this connection is 
now to inspect the work of repairs that is going on and above all to train the 
archseological sub-overseers who are generally entrusted with it. Accordingly 
S visited the dilTerent places in the Panch Mahals, Ahmedand BijUpur 
districts where important repairs were being executed. Here not only did 
t inspect the repair work previously done but also instructed at least three of the 
four sub-overseers as to the nature and method of the repairs to b e carridd oat 
and thus initiated them into the principles of archreological conservation. The 
results of my inspection work have all been embodied in Part III. I then 





undertook cxcavaiions at Mirpur^Kh^is in Sind which occupied me for a month 
anil a half. A short account of the excavations will he found in Part H (r»). 
Outside the Bombay Presidency I was able to visit Mount Abo in Rajpaiajia 
and in Central India i^tn/ra, pages 7, Sand 57). * ' 

7. My Assistant, Dr. S. Suktbankarf took up the work of preparing an 

inventory of the andtiot monuments of R^jpuiflna and with that ohjL'Ct in view 
visited the arch^logical remains in the Sirohi State, a short but interesting 
description of which is contained in Part U^. He has also been making himsell 
acijuainted with the conservation work of this Circle and showing good progress, 
I have no doubt that after a year or so he wiil make himself quite indispensable 
to the Archatologicat Department, as he is very intdllgent and hard-working and 
of quick despatch, ^ 

8. All these and other movements, during the year, of both of us will be 

found, in detail, in Appendix A. ’ 


III,—PUBLICATIONS. 

9. During the y^r under review the Annual Progress Report of my' Circle 
for 1915-16 and the List of Phoi<>-iVegafives and List \yf Dravsittgs stored in ray 
» Office were published. Also, I contributed an article to the Annual of the 
Director General of Arch^iogy, in vyhich were describt^ fully the excavations 
conducted at and near Nagart, a village 8 miles north of Ciiitorgarh in the 
Udaipur State. My Assistant, Dr, V. S. Sukthankar, contributed an article on 
ihe Besnagar Inscription of Heliodoros to the same .Annual, 

IV.—MUSEUMS. 

to. The most valuable acquisition made by the Prince of Wales Museum 
PtiKeofWAiaMvKuni. during the year under report was the collection of coins 
L, « j .f Piirchascd from Mrs. Howell, wife of Captain R. M, 

Howell, S. and T, Ciii^. In August last i had occasion to inspect this 
collectjon, and, on carefully examining it. I found that it was a thoroughly 
representative one and strong in Indo-Greek and Gijpt;i sections with a few 
unique types not known upto this time. Again about eighty coins belonged to 
ancient Rome .'ind Greece and had a peculiar interest and importance as thev 
were all acquired (as I was assured by Captain Howell) from Kohat and the 
surround^ing regions. Uie only drawback was that ihe collection contained some 
two himdred modern corns of minor importance which the owner was unwilling to 
sever from the more vahiable portion. As this drawback was not of a sermus 
und, 1 proposed to the Trustees of the Museum to buy the whole collection for 
Ks. 5,000, though the price quoted by Mrs. Howell w'as 6,000. I he Trustees 
unanimously agreed, and Mrs, Howell was induced to part with it for the sum 
fixed. When the exi^reme ranty of the Indo-Greek silver and the Gupta gold 
and copper corns is taken into oonsideration, the Prince of Wales Museum, which 
has started so late m the day, must be considered fortunaTc in having secured 
such a valuable collection at such a comparativelv low price Sec bebiv 
page 5 50-i,paTagrn|ihs 13-13. 

11. Another acquisition made by this Museum was the prescni of tw'elve 
coppCT-pIates and one cop^r seal by the Palilhftna Darbar in Kathiawar through

Gohilwad mnL They were first sent in 190910 the bte hfr. A. M. T. lackson 

who published a short note on them in the May number of the Indian Afithunn 

l^ter on by Prof. Sten Konow In ihe 
tpigrnfhta ludtca, \ olume XL There can be no doubt that most of these 
mscnptions are impo^nt, and in particular, the one belonging to the Garulakas 
a hitherto unknown dynasty. Mr. Tudor-Owen was good enough to send them 
to me for exaimnation and pk whether they tvere required for the Museum Of 
c^t^, such a precis gift could not but be gratefully accepted by me for the 
Pnnee of Wales Museum whose becrcUry, I understand, has thanked verv> 
warmly both ihc Darbar and .Mr. Tudor-Ow«i. '■ 

r A ' L gpuine and deep interest taken by the Director-GenRral 

Bombay Museum the Government of the United Provinccv 
have been prevailed upon m present ii «-,th as many of the duplicates as r^uiJS 
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assigned to Messrs. D. Jogtekar & Co., E^oona. t am glad ihls work has 
Ewen finished and we are now in nosses-sion of a complete set of negatives and 
(wo sets of prints from them. In the matter of scleciing and approving these 
negatives and prints I received valuable help from Sir John Marshall, for which it 
is impossible to thank him sufficiently. I have also prepared ground plans of the 
various Storey'S of the Great Tower, wherein also the oxarl places of the images 
photographed have been duly indicated. Almost all the requishe materials arc 
now ready for the preparation of the volume descriprive of this Tower referred , to 
in my last Report, and I have no doubt that when it h brought out* it w’ill fie 
invaluable to the student of the Mindil science and art of iconography. 


VIL EXCAVATION. 

[9. As proposed in paragraph 43 of my last years Progress Report 
i earned out some e.xcavation work near Mirpdr^Khas in Sind, About a mile 
from this place are the ruins of an ancient town, (rom where in March 1910 my 
predecessor, Mr. Con sens, dug out a Buddhist sinpa. There were many mounds 
in its close vicinity which wctc worth lapping, out which remained uncxiilored 
owing to Mr. Cousens' retirement soon thereafter, fn front of the mound opened 
by him and not far from it w-ere two big mounds with a iaf/tcAa road in between, 
f selected the southern of these mounds and was engaged upon its excavation 
during the cold season that [ was encamped there. Of course it was impossible 
to dear off the whole of ibis mound, but I was glad that the work so far as It was 
done proved to be eminently successful and highly interesting. A brief accouni 
of It has been given in Part 1 ! {a) of the Report, As was expected, it vidded 
quite a wealth of minor Buddhist antiquities a.nd remains of Buddhist monumcnis 
A regular forest of smaller slufas was here extricated. Those that were np«icd 
w;ere found to enshrine relic pots containing lionus, \'olive ohiects, such as 
diminutive day s/u^jc and tablet.^ of various sires and description, w'ere found in 
number.^. Theremams of two monasteries were also exhumed, but the work 
could not be finished during the brief space of time that was at mv disposal 
Particularly interesting was the colossal standing stucco figure of Buddha or 
BodhisaUvra covered with gold leaf, not unlike those found in Khotan by 
tair Aurcl biem. But the unique feature of these excavations was the light they 
threw on the devices to which people resorted for protecting their religious 
sites and buddings against the tiepredations of the river Indus, which was 
notorious for her freaks Ijefore her course was rc 3 trained bv the construction of the 
modem sciuniiae embankraents. All these points have been brieily touched umm

1 atpgaon, and I had occasion to show t hat this inscription gave PQnaka is iln- 
dd^name of P^na and Muilaof the Mulil^oe of the two rivers on who^^e junction 
Poona was situated (Progress Report for 1912-13, page ^4).

IX.—NUMISMATICS. 

22. In paragraph 10 supra, I li.^ve adverted to the collection of coins 
purchased from Mrs. Howell for the Prince of Wales Museum. At least 
three unknown typt;s were here traocable which have all been brlesly described in 
paragraph ja pfifio 50 of Piirt 11 . ParUcuLarJy important are (t) the Lyre 
(gain) type of Charnlragupta II whose father Samudra^pta alone was so long 
thought to have struck k, and (a) the.copper coins of Kuin<1ragupta, which are 
not onlv very rare, Imt present here an entirely new variety. Perhaps the moat 
inUTissilng part of Mrs. Howell's collection rvas ibe sUiy-nIne coins of both the 
Republican and Imperial Roman times. They were all collected by Captain 
HowdI in Kohat and the neighbouring provitices Evidently brisk trade must 
have brougiit them into circulation in those regions as it undoubtedly did in the 
Coimbatore and surrounding disiricLs of the Madras Presidency. As Roman 
coinage is thus seen to be in circulation in provinces north-west of India, it 
becomes clear why its specimens were discoveri>d in almost .ill th'e stTipas 
opened there. 

X.—PROTECTED MONUMENTS. 

23. It is very gp'atifying to record that during the year under review 
34 monuments have been brought under protection against 17 of the preceding 
year and 4t of ihc year ending March 1914. Only for ilie year I9I4>15 the toial 
had reached the unusually high figure of 160. But it is not to be exfttcted, nor 
indeed is it possible, that thb high figure should again be reached. For, as was 
pointed out last year, the number of luonuments to be brought on the protected 
list musi necessarily dinvinish frt»Tii year to year, Among the monumenls declared 
protecced this year there are ten forts, eight of which are situated in the Ivotaba 
district, 

24. In regard to the execution of agreements with the owners of mono- 
ments, however, I am sorry 10 observe that only monuments have been 
proposed for that purpose during the year. And so in drawing the attention of 
the Heads of Districts t« the remarks in the concluding portion of paragraph 26 
of my Iasi Annual Report it is earnestly urged that the work will be prosecuted 
hcncefonvard with sonn; enthusiasm as shown in the preceding years,

XL—CONSERVATION. 


(fi) Bombay Presidency. 

a6. An expenditure of Rs. 42,400 was incurred in ibis Presidency during 
^ the year under report for the consen''ationL of archao- 

logical buildings. Rs, 30,000 out of this amount were 
spent upon . special (non-recurring) repairs, and the' remainder upon annual 
current repair.*;. The details of this C'lpenditure and the various itKms of rcj>air 
have been set forth in .Appendix K. So far as merely the actual repairs 
executed are concerned Appendix N gives perhaps a better idea. 

27. The greatest amount of conservattan work was this year as last year 

carried out at Chanipanlr in the Panch Mahals district, 
as much as Rs, 7.705 being expended on special repairs 
and Rs. 745 on current repairs. 1 am glad the same good quality of work is 
being maintained, and the dilHcultks and intricacies of the ivork boldly and 
effectively grappled wi lb. The rather dangerous work of replacing old fractured 
lintels by new ones beneath a dome of the Bohra-ki Masjid and that of rebuilding 
the north-east corner of the Mahuda-ki Masjid Roza which ivas in a parlous 
condition have been, on the whole, satisfactorily carried out, and the Public Works 
Oeparimenl OBioers, therofore, deserve groat praise {in/ra, p. 53). 

PI aJ7—a 
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o( thfi minor antiquities, nriginaJly recovered in excavations at Sahet-Mahci, 
Kasia and so forth, and now deposited at the Provincial Miiseum of Lucknow, 
These will be sent to Bombay as soon as the building of the Prince of Wales 
Museum is ready to receive thtm. 

j -j. Progress continues to be maintained in the matter of acquiring antiquities of 
’ the ,\dil Shnhl period. This is an additional corrobora* 

ajapur Mmeura. j^jjg jj^^iir^mly l;enefited this 

Museum, there being very few European and especially American tourists to 
Biiatmr to cutty away moveable antiquities by paying fabulous priecs. It is a 
matter of rscccdinglv great satisfaction that the Bombay Government have very- 
kindly and promptly moved the Governnienc of India to issue a notification under 
section 17 of the Ancieol Mniimiicnts Preservation Act for effectively prohibiting 
hencefonvard the exploitation of the BijApur antiquities. This augurs well for the 
(utuTC nf the Museum, which, I have no doubt, will before long abound with 
antiquarian objects of the Adil Shttht period. 

14. It is now high time to prepare a detailed descriptive cata!og:ue of the 

antiquities exhibited in ibis Museum. 1 very much longed to take up this work 
n-vs^lfj bui as u\y hands were alrtiady too ftilli no ^■cc^)liJ'sc but for 

me to find out a suitable antiquarian who could doit. With this end in view 
I approached the Director-General of Archaeology, hut he could not spare any 
one of his scholars for this work. I was, therefore, compelled to approach the 
'Trustees to the Prince of Wales Museum to allow me to put iheir Assisian! 
Curator, Mr, K, M. Dikshit, to this work. The'Tnistees verj'kindly eompited 
with my niquest, but when hii was about to go to Bijspur for this purpuse, the 
Government of India auddenlv asked for the transfer ol his services, as a Curator 
ivas required to look after the'Provincial Museum, Lucknow. He had, therefore, 
to go away, and the catalo^iing work of the EJijilpur Museum still re mains far 
from realisation. I intended entrusting this work thereafter to Ur. V, S. Sukthan- 
kar, my Assistant, who I am sure is now equal to the task. And if rny successor, 
Mr. R. D. Banerji, docs not himself want to undertake this work, it is hoped that 
it will be assigned to him. 

15. Appendix F gives, in detail, information regarding antiquities 
preseiiied to or acquired by the different Museunts in this Circle during tlie year 
under report* 

V-Vl.—LISTING OF MONUMENTS AND 
ICONOGRAPHY. 

16. I am glad that the work of Ksiing the ancient remains of Rkjput.inA, 
which had for six years remained in abeyance, lias been resumed by my Assistant, 
Dr V', S. Sukthankar, whose interesting account of the various monuments 
surveyed and the various inscriptions discovered is contained in Part IV'. For 
nearly three months he was busy with exploring the Sirohi State. He visited 
thirty places, And has brought liaek with him about sixty inscriptions, as many 
photographs and one drawing. Of the monuments sureeyed by him tile marble 
temple of Sorya at Varmai? appears to be a specimen nf superb workmanship, 
'Though structurally it is not in a bad condition, it seems to be wr>efully neglected. 
It, however, deserves tn be classed as a first class monument and kept in a neat 
and tidy cotidition. This Depanment will of course be very glad to make the 
necessary proposals for its care and maintenance if the Sirohi UarbOr desires it, 

17. It is also gratifying to leam that aiudher scholar likewise w'ill ofe long 
he engaged on preparing an inventoiy of the old monuments of RajputHnl, 
Ur, L. P. Tessitpri, a young Italian scholar, wrho has upwards of three years been 
exploring the field of bardic chronicles in Rajpuianh, ivill also in future undertake 
the listing work in the provinces where his hardtc work places him. At present 
he is carrying on his search of bardic chronicles iii_ Bikaner and Jodhpur and can 
thus take up arcba:xilf)<pcal listing ivork In these States only. He met me on 
Mount Abo in February Usi by appomimeni, and 1 have made him fully 
conversant with the nature of this work. 

ifl. In paragraph 16 of my last year's Report 1 have referred to the 
possibility of preparing photographic reproductions of the images and sculptures 
nf the Great Tower of Ghitorgarh and have stated that this work had been

of these monuments as was feared. The people were cooking inside, and 
consequently the walls, images and ceiling of the caves and temples wen.^ darkened 
with smoke, and nasty smell spread alf over. Besides, the boys among them 
seem to have made free use of charcoal in scribbling their names and drawing 
alt sorts of ligurcs, and, what is perhaps worse, some urchins scraped out even 
cement trom the joitsts. For about a monih the people were in occupation of the 
archaeological inonutnenis. In March Iasi I had occasion to visit (he caves at 
Badami, and notwithstanding I hat ordeis nere issued by the Collector, steps had 
not till then been uhen i>y the local nutimnties to clean them. I have, however, 
since made arrangements for the nails, cdling and floor being washed clean with 
soap and water and ruhlx'd with wine brushes w’herever necessary. 

29. It must, however, be clearly understood that the occtipalion of 


archxologicol buildings cannot be justified except

Muhammadans of Bijaptir sent an application to the Collector iiuiniating that the 
iiiO!=qin' of ihe f.iol Gumbaz had been allovvvd by the Exccuiive Kngmeer to be 
occupied by a school oalk d the S. K. Pathsala on account of plague atid 
retniesiing that steps should be taken to vacate it, as it w'as contrarv to Muham¬ 
madan religion and an insult to [he Masjid to be so oceupied. The application 
was forwarde^l to me by the ColWtor. On making inquiries I came to know 
that the Executive Engineers of Bijapiir were in the haliit of allowing pr*ople in 
plagiie (lays noi only to raise huts in the compounds of the archaeological 
buildings but also to use (hem. It is perfectly (me that (he ground urged by the 
local Muhammadans for the removal of the school was not a aound or fair one 
at all, because, in the first place, the monument was Government property and 
Government^could do anything with it they liked. Secondly, for many a year at 
a stretch this sane mosque was occupied, H'i(h the permission of the Executive 
Efigmi^er, of course, by a Muhammadan genilnitiait of Rijttpur for residential 
purposes whffiever there was plague in ih*? town. He resided with his whole 
family and relatives, and yet no objection was ever raised by any Muhammadan. 
Nevr-rihukss, it must b ■ rememhered (hat archxological buildings are objects of 
art and ought to be cherished as such, and must 011 no account be put to any 
profane use «ven temporarily. It is now known all over India that many of Ih'c 
archtcological monmnenfs originally accommodattKl Government Offices, and 
Government certainly did not vacate them and * xpend huge sums of money in 
erecting n*:w buildings for Office purpt^ in order (hat these monuments might 
be occupied bv private indlvidii-ils or institutions I It is, therefore, exceedingly 
desirable that afl Executive Kngineers should look upon archa»logical buildings 
in their charge with i^thetic and not utilitarian feeling, and should on no account 
permit (ht ir occupation even temporarily or render (heir surroundings inartistic 
or unclean by allowing huts to be raised in their compounds. 

30. On page 8 , paragraph 33 of ray Progress Report for 1913-14, I have 
DeEu»nittii ofSww Tfiffipit. f^fcrrcd to tho defacement and breakitge of some i lols 

, . in the? temple of GontleSwar at Sinnar in the Nastk 

district. The broken fragments had Ixs^n successfully re-set with Meyer's stonu 
cement, and it ivas hoped that no further sacrilege would bo perpetrated. I his 
hop<?, hnwf^ver, wa.*? not destined to lie realised, and, curiously enough, exactly 
tho e idols which were cementedyvere found rebroken in July fast, and, what is 
worse, damigje^lo the carved portions inside the temple was also attempted. On 
making enquiries it was found that the compound of the temple was used for 
grazmg cattle and gymnastic people frequented ii. What 1 cannot understaml 
is how this damage was caused when the ternple was so close beside the jMainlat- 
dars sitciteri and the Police Lines. The necessary repiiirs have, of course, been 
exeriit^'d again, and a Chaukidlr appointed to prevent the repetition of simitar 
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sacrileee, but it Is sincerely hoped that (he Police authorliias will leave no efforig 
untried to detect the tulpms, for this is the second time that (he temple hns been 
so defaced, 

-5J. In Part 111 of this Report (page 54, para. 11) I have adverted In the 
’ ' blasting operations carried out unrestrictedly in the 

BiMtincfKKrii mwDiHffli, immediate neighbourhood of the famous tiol Giiiiibaz 

in Biilpur The Executive Engineer cnnpoi be too much 1 hanked for giving me 
intimation of it and the Coveminent for stopping il and thus averting what might 
perhaps have pro^'ed to be n great catastrophe. There was *tlf£‘ady a through 
crack in the dome of this ljui I ding which was caiislug us great anxi-ly Aga^n 
two years ago when similar blasting was going on wUhm ime-fourth of a mdv 
frvmthe G0I Gumbw, one or two brackets actually fell down. 1 his imie the 
operations were being conducted at a much shorter t]istandc% and might have 
catlsfd the destruction of its already cracked dmtie and with it of the wluspcring 
gallnry which is one of the wnnders'of India, if Govcmmenl had not interposed m 
nme.^ It is absotuiely necessary that some rules should be framed for regulating 
excavation by blasting near the ancient momimuiU^, and I have no doubi that 
Government mit he so good as to lake the necessary steps in this direction. 

"2. I am glad I was able this year to meet and train three of the four 
' Archicologitraf Sub-overseers, viz., (hose stationed at 

ArefaMiofficsii SuiHsirH5«n. ci^j^mpanir, Ahmedabad and Bijnpur. One tfniig 

noticeable in Ihcm was the bare uiilitarian point of view with w hich they boktd 
at the repairs to be carrie<l out to the archatological iiionumems. The a;sihctic 
ideal is, however, being more prominently placed before them anil they arc showing 
signs of afUttiing their minds to it. They an? now perceiving that it is not 
enou^'h putting an archtEokigteal building into a strucliimlly sound condition 
anyhow, but that the object of arch.wlogy is to do ii artistically and without 
dolnc any violence to its architectural style.

Engineers is that the mixture is not effective. Only the Executive Engineers, Thana and 
Kolaba Districts, who used the solution at the* ‘ Portuguese remains at Bassein ' and 
‘Hirakot buildings at .\libag,’ respectively, report that it was found effective. It cannot, 
therefore, be said to be uniformly effective.” 

The Executive Engineer, Poona, reports that— 

“The acid mixture for destroying tree stumps was tried at the Shivneri Fort, Junnar, 
and was found effective.” 

The Executive Engineer, Dharwar, reports that — 

“ As regards destruction of tree stui^s, unslaked lime was used instead of acid on and 
around the stumps of trees cut down. The result of this experiment will be reported after 
the monsoon.”

13- As many as 69 Roman coins were found in Mrs. Howell’s collection, 
most of which were silver and belong^ to the various Ofiicers of the Roman 
Republic. ITic inleresl of these coins lies in the fact that they were all collected 
from Kohat and the neighbouring regions. Evidently they must have been in 
circulation there for the purposes of comniefco. Seventeen coins belong lo the 
Roman Emperors, four to the ** Coinage of Italy '* and one to the " Comage of 
Spain. '' As'many as forty*one pertain to the various Officers of the Roman 
Republic,, and one is untdcntifiahle. The remaining five, which are copper, are of 
botn the Republican and Imperial'Roman limes. 

r4. f n June 1914 a hoard of 240 copper coins was discovered in ibe village 
of Naranpur, Dharampur Stale. All the c*>!rs except two were sent to me for 
examination. They are to be assigned mostly to six of the later Sultans of 
Gujarat, Oftly so copper coins of these Sulians have been illustrated by Dr. 
Taylor, This hoard supplies some new types for many of these kings. Some 
coins are unique. For instance, the coin of Muaaffar HI with dale 967, must 
bring the initial date of that Sultan one year earlier than that determined by 
Ur. Taylor, just as he, on the authority of his coins, finds himself justified in 
correcting Firishta’s view that Mu?affar came to the throne in 969 {Jmr, Bo. Br.

CONSERVATION COMMENT. 

Kaira and Ranch Mahals District 

Champamr. 

1. The conservation work of the monuments at Champ^nir was in progress 
and iho expi^oditure incurred during the year 19(6-17 was Rs. 7,705. 

Nearly thirteen fractured lintels snd five badh' deeayed shafts and capitals 
sohnKuid. immediately below the second dome from the north 

were taken owl and replaced by new ones. This was a 
rather dangerous w‘ork and 1 am glad it has been successfully done. All gaps in 
masonry ivere duly filled In. The bulging (aces in the southern half of the facade 
and in the back wall wer« reset in plumb. The ornamental buttresses in the 
rear wall were dismantled and rebuilt. The missing or fallen eaves^ slabs and 
water spouts were restored. The roof of this building has also been made water¬ 
tight bv opening the cracks to a depth of 9“, eradicating all roots of vegetation 
and filhng them with cement mortar and concrete where necessary. 

e. The north-east comer of the Rozft of this Wasjid was in immineni danger 

of (ailing. This comer was in such a dilapidated and 
Puidi soahudk UbqwL precarious condition that Mr, Page thought it " too 

dangerous to warrant exposing workmen to the risk attending any attempt towards 
its repair'* (paragraph 55, page 68 of last year’s Progress Repnit). 1 am glad 
this whole comer nas now been successfully rebuilt. . 4 gain, all the cracks in the 
masonry of the building have been filled in with cement mortar from ijutside and 
their Interiors will next season be grouted with the grouting machine so as to 
render the whole a solid compact mass. This iiem could not this year be 
carried out, as the fiiachine which was with the Executive Engineer, Nasik^ did 
not arrive in lime. 

These were coiistnictfjd leading from the main road to the different 
arclumloglcal buildings and have bijcn kept wide 
Fgot-iajtw. enough to allow a motor car to pass easily. This work 

had been given by contract, but as the contractof (ailed to carry it through, the 
items of murttm spreading and partial rolling had to be done_ depart mentally. 
Out of the estimated length only the branch foot-paths to the Lila Gumba^ and 
Kevda Masjid now remain to be made. 

4, The side ashlar abutments and return walls, which 
Codhre w E*sto» Gateway. danger of falling, were taken down and rebuilt, 

5. The citadel wall is b^lng cleared of all vegetation to a space of 50', and 
its bxiiging faces dismantled and reset in plumb.

6. It w-is possible to carry out repairs to this temple according to the notes 

of hfr. Page, from the amount which had originally 
Temple of allotted lo A monument in the Ahmedabjid Disirict 

but could not be expended on it. The universal item of clearing debris and 
vegetation was of course carrit^ out. While the debris was being removed, 
many stones of its wToughi facing were found, and they were all restored to 
their original position. Many stones of £iMam and mopr/o/o were also found, 
and have all been arrangied m a line in the space of 20' cleared round the temple. 
The root which h.id forced forward the masonry- of the carved centre panel on 
the south face was destroyed, and the masonry reset. A column on the south 
which was slightly displaced was brought back vertteally, and its tilted tap 
properly replaced.

The town of Bijapiir also was not free from them, and there 
arose soniL* trouble in regard to two protected monuments. One of these was 
Ibrahim Roza. Water from a mHnh close by rushed into the enclosure through 
an opening in otic of its side-arches and the whole ivf the quadrangle had about 
3 to + feet of water in it. The walcr was let out through a breach made in the 
wall on the south skle, and it took nearly a fortnight to dry up. 7he quadrangle 
level of this Roza i$ much lowi-r than the surrounding grdund, and it seems 
neecssar)' that the course of ibc miHeh should be so diverted that water from it 
will not find its ivay into the compound again. Fortunately no damage has been 
caus^ lo the structurt; though water was standing irt the compound for about a 
fortnight. 

9. Another building affected was the Jaral Masjid, where ako an adjoining 
was respojvsible for the mischief. The details about it were duly reponed 

to me by the Executive Bngjncer, Bijfspur 

10. During the year under report two cracks were observed in thu.dortvi! of 

tM Gtttniiii. Gol Gumbaz .11 Bijapur, and glass strips were stuck up 

to them to see if they gafied further. They have not 
opened up any further, but during the; heavy rains of the bsi year water w-as 
found percolating through one of tbemt clearly indicating that It was a through 
crack. All the depressions on the outside surface of the dome* especially those 
near the cracks, have been filled up. bat is further necessarv is to close the 
OKterior face of the through crack to as great a depth as is po;»stblc from outSH'ie. 
At first 1 thought of using the grouting machine, but now I rather doubt the 
feasibility of using it upon the dome ; it will be such a job getting ii into position 
there; and, in any case, the adhesiveness of the cement itself, when forced into 
the etaek, will rol, of course, fw; siifTicicnt to hold it against any further tnovcmenl, 
if this is due to such major causes as, for instance, settlement of foundations or • 
mten^se reverber^ation. The great thing, therefore. Is to keep water from gutting 
m from the nutsidi:. t have ifccordingly asked the Executive Engineer* Bijapur, 
lo draw up the necessary estimate and carry out the work in the next munsoori 
when much artifieial watering will not be necessaty. 


H. The above tyas not the only problem concerning the Gol Gumb.ix iliat 
BtartJiiB. grapple with during the year under report. 

A Parsee gentleman of, Bombay, Mr. Panday, was

excavating a well tor water and a shaft for press by bbsting with gun-powder at a 
distance of 71 j; and 1,013 feet respectively from tbi; building. Gol Gumbax* 
U must borne in miud, la an old stnictufCj and the natural prc^gumplion, there¬ 
fore,. IS that pi>rt^utis of it are in a inor? or less disintegrated eonduion, thaurjh 
oLUwardly ihe building may appear to lie strong and sound. This prosuriipiion 
Was proved to he correct when blasting gperaiions ‘Were carried 11 n three j-ears 
ago m a quarry situated about 1,228 feet from the monumunt and some corbels 
from the western cornice actually fell down. Blasting witI kiuI any restrictions, in 
the close neighbourhood of Gol Gumbaz, was therefore not advisable, especially 
m the case of the welt which was only 715 feet distant from it and especially also 
as the result of this blasting a portion of the city wall actually tumbled down. 
The Executive Engineer, therefore, naturally tried bis very best 10 stop it. but as 
at h)s efforts Tvere of no avail, he informed me *0! the tbiigerous situation by 
telegram. I at once wired to the Collector* but as he thought he could 
not stop It, I was compelled to inform Govermtienl of the whole affair. I was 
gbd tofind that the blasting was stopped soon. Immedbtely thereafter 1 went 
to DijSpur to inspect Gol Gumhax: Fortunately ng structural damage wa.s visible 
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though it could not he sau! that no ineiptent damage ml'as done ^^■hich would have 
devtloped and viaualised itself with further blasttn|rif it had been allowed to go 
on as unreslrietcdly as before, It was now necessary to decide how far blasting 
was to be allowed Accordingly, the Collector, the t^ecutive Engineer, and 
lovsclf met in a conference, settled under what conditions blasting could be 
permitted, and submitted a joint report to r.overnmcnt. It was agreed that only 
the shaft shoDid be excavated and not the well which was dangerously close, 
that blast hotos not exceeding 6' in depth should be bored and not at all from 
12 to i8* as was done previously, and that actual bbisting should be carried on 
iifi cr carefully covering the top oi the shaft with a thick screen composed of a 
material (such as bamboo or wood) which is a non-conductor of sound.

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PART IV. 

EXPLORATION. 

Sirohi State. 

1 . At the instance of Mr. Bhandarkar I resumed during the last cold season 
the work of preparing an inventory of the ancient monuments of Rajputani where 
it had been left by him in 191 1. I had mapped out a programme for a five 
months’ tour of exploration through RajputSna, I intended spending the first 
two months of the tour in visiting the places of antiquarian interest in the 
Sirohi State, and then devoting the remaining three months to exploring 
Jasvantpura, Jalor, Jaitaran, Sojat and a number of other districts of Jodhpur, a 
list of which was kindly placed at my disposal by Mr. Bhandarkar. Unfortunately 
the tour had to be cut down considerably, as on account of pressure of work 
at the headquarters I could .devote barely three months to exploration work. 

I was not able to leave Poona before the beginning of December 1916, and I was 
recalled again in the first week of March 1917. As the whole of this period — 
with two brief interruptions—was taken up with Sirohi itself, the rest of the 
programme had to be abandoned. 

2. Though Sirohi had been visited twice already by Mr. Bhandarkar, my 
object in placing this State first on the list was to fill' up the lacuna in our 
collection of the inscriptions of the Paramaras of .\bQ, most of which, 1 may 
add, are located within the confines of the Sirohi State. The project was 
completely successful. And we have now in our office an entire set of the 
inscriptions of this dynasty accessible in Sirohi. With the material I have 
collected this season, along with that which was already on record in this office, it 
is possible to reconstruct a skeleton of the history of this family of Rajput chiefs 
from the middle of the eleventh century to about the middle of the fourteenth 
centur)' A. D., a subject which 1 intend making the theme of an article for the 
Director-General's Annual of Arclmology. 

3. The most notable discovery of this year’s touring through the Sirohi 
State must be called the marble temple at VarmSn, dedicated to the Sun §t)d, 
which can easily rank as one of the oldest Stlrya temples now standing. This 
monument is interesting alike from an architectural and iconographic point of view, 
and, though in a state of advanced ruin, is pre-eminently deserving of preserva¬ 
tion. It is therefore to be wished that the Sirohi Darbar be approached to take 
the requisite steps towards the conservation of this highly interesting relic of the 
past and look to its being kept in permanent good repair. 

Or. 

4 The first village to be visited was Or — the Ur of maps—three miles 
due north-east of Kharadi (Abo Road). Besides the temple of Vishnu along 
with its subsidiary shrines standing on a high platform, the village contains a 
Jain temple, now dedicated to Porsvanatha. Both are of a comparatively modem 
date and from the architectural point of view devoid of interest. The temple of 
Vithaljl is a triple shrine, that is, a shrine consisting of three cells in a row. The 
middle cell contains an image of Vishnu, locally called Vithaljl; while the other 
two contain 6iva Libgas. Although this composite stmcture forms a single temple 
now, there can be no doubt that originally there stood in its place two separate 
small shrines at some distance from each other, which, at a subsequent period, 
were connected together by erecting side-walls so as to form a third central cell. 
The so-formed triple shrine was then provided with a common closed inandapa, 
the outer wall of which is pierced by a finely carved doonvay of marble. On the 
dedicatory block of the lintel is sculptured a figure seated in the conventional 
attitude of meditation. The superior workmanship of this member, which distin¬ 
guishes it sharply from other parts of the temple building, betrays its extraneous 
origin and places it in a class with those superbly carved fragments which 
one notices round about the village of Chandravatl and which are the sole material 
remains of the once flourishing capital of the Paramaras of Arbuda-mandala. 
On a pilaster of one of the side cellas of the triple shrine is engraved an inscription 
fin a local dialect) dated in V. 1589 Bhadrapada-sudi ii, recording a money 
grant to the shrine, from which it follows that the latter was in existence before 
that date The outer walls of the central shrines are pierced by niches which 
hold various Brahmanical deities. Worthy of note, are the well-carved alto-rilievos 
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of LakiiUM anU biva (Photo Xos. 457S-g) pbced in the niches in (he walls 
of the shnne on the rifiht. The nature of the object held in the lower right hand 

No, 4579) h not evident at first; but a little reflection 
will sufhcc to convince one that it can be nothing else than a begging bowl. The 
image is carved out of the same kind of stone as the buildmg material; the 
decorative cletnems of the niche arc also in entire agreement with the style of 
architecture of the temple. There is, therefore, no reason to doubt that the imafje 
IS contemporaneous with and forms an integral part of the origitial fane.

7. While at Datant we secureil Impressions of an maenption {N'o. 3739) 

the Paramara Dbaravarsha, the importance ol which w*dl he made clear presentJv, 
The inscription is engraved on a plain octagonal monolith of marble, aixmt eight 
feet in height, standing on the brink of a small pond three miles due north-west of 
Datant, The name of the adjoining village is Makllval. ‘t'herc is eo other 
monument in sighi; the pillar stands by itself. 1 he inscription is dated in V. 1276 
Sravana-sudi 3 Monday. The stone is unfortunately very much the worse for 
weather action and the inscription is barely It^iblej and so the purport of the 
record cannot l>e made out. Clear, however, are the names of Dhftravarshadeva 
and his capital ChandrJtvatT, \^*hith data enable us to ascribe the record to the 
time of the Paramara Dharivarsha, son of YaSodhavala. The \’ikrania year in 
which the record is dated, vix., becomes thus highly important, for this is 

the latest year so far found for Dharivarsha. His curliest record, the one from 
Kayadra (Sirohi State) is dated in V. 1320, and as this one beam the date 
V. 1276, k follows that his rule extended over the somewhat prolonged period o£ 
56 years if not more. U is unnecessary to point out the importance of this piece 
of informal ion in the matter of settling the chronology of the Paramaras. 

8. During the Christmas holidays 1 visited the Dilvada temple,s on Mount 
Abtl and drew up notes on ihu work of repair going on there, for ihe guidance of 
lb<5 .Superintendent in anticipation of his aonuaf visit of inspection, n'hich had 
necessarily 10 be of very short duration as he was at that time husy excavating in 
Sind and fiad very little time to attend to work elsewhere.

9. About four miles, to the north-west of Roheda Station is situated the 
village of Nitora., which contains several temples, ol which only two arc deserving

enclosed Qourl, Inside the cvlb there are two marble images standing on an 
elevated' platform: one of them is Surva wearing Hessian boots, and the other, 
smaller in size, is the image of a twe-arnied goddes.'i.

•in our specimen it is impossible to think that the circular disc above alluded to 
stands fora lotus \Vc must look for its explanation in some other attribute of 
Sor^a. It will be remembered that the car of Stirya has only one wheel j tn fact, 
ffAacftttit'ti is ofie of the epithets of the Sun god. Such being the case f see no 
r^on iivhv the undecorat^ flat disc should not be looketf upon as an emblem 
L' L j {vaAitfiti) of Sitrya (like Giiruda of \^ishpu and the Nandin of I>iva) 
which IS, in fact, nothing more or less than the viable disc of the luminary.—The

10. Our next hah was at Kojra, which is situated about lu miles due 
north-east of Niiora Opposite ihc Jain temple of Saiiibhavanntha stands thu 
inscnbcd skb conveying ihe gift of the village to the Parohka of the royal 
househuUL The record belongs Ui iln: reign of thr; Cli dian (Duvadit) king 
Suratana and is dated on the 9th of Ashadha-vadi V. 1634. It states that the 
gift was made at the request of Dhariibai/the queen dowager. In the middle 
of the village stands a temple of \ ishnu, locally known as Para^rltma, which is 
htglvly popular with the Kumbhrirs fpouers). We were in fact told by a local 
Bhat that the temple wa.'i built in V. qoo bv a Kiimbhdr. .Although the chronicle 
may be right as regards the caste (i.e^ profession) of the builder of the temple, the 
5^jle of the architectvir^ t](^^ not suppoft ihf? claim lo the alleged antiquity. 
I was ifitercstofl to know whai sort al image they make of Parasurnma and so 
visited the temple early in ihe niomlng in onlcr to inspect the god w'hile he was 
being bathed, as that is the only ocension on which the image is undrapi-d, 
It was disappointing to find that the so-called Para^urdma ivas no other than the 
four-armed Vishnvi.Chaturbhuji.—Close by this temple, standing on mi emim nee 
IS the Jam temple dedicated to Sambhavanaiha. The oldest portion of the 
structure dates probably from the twelfth century, but many additions and 
alterations have been made in the iriterT,'ening period- Lven now the templir ts 
undergoing daborale renovation at the hands of the local Bania ernnmutiity. 
Tfis At finds itself ip the fTiain« shnne is^ undioiibtt^dlv 

that of Sariibhavanailia as the on the base of ihc image is a horse, and 

thus 1 he temple is rightly called the temple of .S^mbhavanatha, But an 
inscription engraved on a pillar of the gTnihamantiapa tells a different story. 
Only two linos of the inscriptfon (No* ^1740) are now visible from under the coat 
of chnnam with which the pilbr has in recent times been covered, and they are :

II. Ten miles from Kojra and nearly as far from Sirohl lies the popular 
ftrtha of Bamanvarji, which attracts pilgrims not only from all over Sirohl but 
even from other states of Rajputana. The group of temples stands at the foot 
-of one of the small hillocks which lie along the main road between Sirohl and 
Pindvada. A high wall encloses the temples and the secular buildings built all 
around for the convenience of the pilgrims. The main temple, which is dedicated to 
Mahavira, locally called Bamanvarji, belongs probably to the 14th or 15th centm-y, 
but it has undergone extensive additions and alterations in the inter\^al. The pujart 
has a fable—too fantastic to be repeated here—.to tell in explanation of the word 
Bamanvarji. But in older Inscriptions the place-name occurs as Baiiibhanavada- 
grama', containing the element vad{a) which occurs at the end of so many other 
place-names, e.g., Anhilvad, Dilvada, etc. Curiously enough, in the heart of this 
sanctum dedicated to Jain worship a ^iva Lihga also finds a place, and, from all 
accounts, has occupied that place from time immemorial. Within recent years 
the Jain community had attempted to oust this emblem of Siva, but its restoration 
was speedily brought about, w'e were told, by a royal mandate. From an 
architectural point of view the temple is unimportant. An inscription (No. 2742) 
on the architrave of one from the row of small shrines that surround the 
yard records the dedication of that shrine in V. 1519 by a Pragvata (Porvad) 
Bania living in Viravataka. this village is to be identified with Viravada 
(Birwara of Quarter Sheet 20 S. E.) situated a mile to the-north^vest of Baman¬ 
varji III the same inscription the. tlrlha itself is called Branmanavad(^grama~ 
mamthana.—\Ti the south-west corner of the enclosure of the temple there is a 
II small shriue dedicated to Mahadeva. Outside the shrine stands an mscnbed 
stone (Inscr. No. 2743) built into the.outer wall of the shrme The edges ot the 
stone are chipped and its lower portion is also damaged. In places J>oIlows 
have been filled in with cement. The record, which is short, is dated in V. 1249 
(A. D. 1103 ) and refers itself to the reign of the Paramara king Dharavarsha. 

I have alluded to inscriptions of this king dated in V. 1 220 and 1276 Ihe inscnp- 
tlon in Bamanvarji gives us thus only an intermediate date. The stone bemg 
highly weather-worn, the contents of the record could not be made out satisfactorily. 
The language appears to be a local dialect. The name Bambhanavada-grama 

is clearly discernable, and thus probably the record is one of a gi ei er _ 

temple or some other temple In this village. The inscription begins as tollows :

12. From Bamanvarji we had intended to proceed directly to Sirohl. But 
on receiving intimation’that Baida, a village only six miles away, contained a very 
old lain temple, we turned a^vay from our objective and made a detour ot a couple 
of miles in order to vfcit Baida. Great was our disappointment when on arriving 
there we found that the " very olJ Jain temple " of which we were told was a temple 
of the 14th or 15th century with no pretensions to architectural interest. e 
temple stands on a high platform and consists of the mam shrine, a large all and 
an enclosed aisle of cells, which latter are empty. The mam shnne contains an 
image of Mahavira installed in V. 1697. The temple is. however, much older 
than the image; for, in the inscription (No. 2744) erigraveu on 
the door opening into the cella, it is recorded that in V. 1483 1 ^ 

7 Monday Gunabhadra renovated the temple built by his ancestor Baladeva. 
^ Aho at the sa’me time an image of Mahavira was installed there. The sum 
needed for getting the image made was subscribed by several pious Jams whose 
names are also recorded in the inscription.

connection with certain slight differences that had arisen in ;J^aImgs with the 
local authorities, and that were happily adjusted through the kind mediation ot the 
Dewan Saheb. While there, I wanted to inspect the Vasantagadh 
Purnapala (dated V. 1099), which was removed from its find-piace and brought 
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to Sirohi for safe-ketpmg. However, 4js no one nt rhe Darbar knew where it had 
Place been housed, 1 had to abandon the pursuit In exchange of a promise on ihe 
part of the Secretary to the Mus^heb Ala to make further enquiries and let 
me know.

i.[. At the foot of the eastern mountain range ninriine from S«i>hi naith* 
wards lie to the easi of the cart track the remains of the old township of Kolar 
(about five miles due tiorth-easl of Sirohi) which is all but deserted now. At 
present the onlyjiabitation there is that of the family of the intfat'i atrached to 
the teiriple of AdinArba and a few Banias, 'I’he temple has been restored in 
recent times by the Jain community of BAladi, which Ues about five miles further 
north. It possesses no orchitectursi feaiuresof note. Those of the images in 
the temple that tear dedicatiiry inscriptions dale from the tSth or igth century 
of the JtKf-itna Era. Worthy of notice is the sculptured Makriinfl lintel (Photo

It refers 
itself also to the reign of a Samvataslmha of'NaiJdoI^ dated In the yikrama 
year 1362. This Samvatasimha can he no other thap the Chohtln king of that 
name, son of Ch^chigadeva. The dale o[ the inscription is, as remarked ahove, 
the latest hitherto known date for Srlihvatasimha. unfortunately the stone is 
highly abraded and the Inscription Is to a great extent illegible, tlu,iugh it seems 
almost certain that the record consists chiefly of an inventory of a large number 
of donations made to this fsiva temple by various persons at the same time. Both 
the Jain temple (Bhoto No. 4^5) nntJ die temple of Uihaineaar (Photo No. 45S6) 
must b‘anterior to the inscriptions fotind there. The missive torus mouldingx 
and the nidih of these and the other horiz:onlal courses point to the toth or 1 iih 
ceniim* as the period of their construction. The curvilinear of the 

Mahad>*va temple is made of brick and has been roughly plastered over in recent 
years. The diaper relieving the outer walls of the shrine is preserved and, though 
simple in pattern, is executed iriih clearness and decision. In the Jain temple the 
torus moulding is somewhat more slender ihan in the other specimen, and the former 
temple may perhaps on that account be attributed to a slightly later fx-riod.

iS. Miihvav between Phladi md Rarabar, which is two miles cast of P.\ladi, 
are to be seen on the bank of the river Sukf! two small Siva temples. A high 
wall surrounds the platform on which thc-y stand, Thi; locality ia known as 
Patiich-devali. The name would lead us to expect a group of live temples at 
that place. .\nd in fact ivc arc told that at one time some more shrines had stood 
there, some of tvhich wore carried away during the inundaiions of the river.

19. Our next halt was at La^, about ten miles due north-ntist of Paladi, with 
which Tve reached the northernmost jmlnt of our tour. In Las there are altogether 
temples : two Jain and three Hindu, None of them show any archUeciural 
features of note. One of the Jain temples dcdlc ited to AdinUthit is undergoing 
repairs. The old sabhainaifda^/T has been completely dismantled and a new one 
Is being erectt.’d in its pbce. Tin; only object of antiquarian intoreit of the 
locality is a much mutilated hut welLcarved sculpture standing supported against 
the outer wall of the I..akshini-.Varayaija temple. The sculpture represents a 
standing figure of a four-armed god and his consort. Only the (proper) left 
arms oftho god are intact; one of them passes round the slim waist of his consort, 
while in the other he holds a lotus bud. .As the emblems In the other hands of 
ihe male figure are broken aivay, it is difhculi to say wkh certainty what deities 
the fragment reprissems; but the probability is that the group is a -representation 
of Laluhmi-Narayana, On its base is an inscription (No. 3763) dated Eioth in 
Vikrama year 1344 and S aka 1209 and referring itself to the reign ol Mtj/iaraja- 
dkiraja SUmvaiastihba, the Chohan king, several of whose inscriptions have b^n 
mentkmed above In 1 . » we also Hnd the name JaiblLlipura — the sanskrilised form 
of Jalor—which stands In all probabiliLy for the capital of the said Chohan chief, 
although on account of the abraded condition of the stone it k not possible to 
affirm this mth certainty.

20. From Las we proceeded to Gol, which Is about eight miles due south of 
it. Gol contains only two temples worthy of note^the temple of Amba Mata 
(Photo No. 4587) and the Chaubhu] temple (Photo Nos. 45S8-89). The former 
stands on a high platform built of ashlar masonry, The small quadrilateral porch 
over the’entrance steps widens out into an oblong hall with a flat roof supported 
on twelve pillars, two of which are in the centre of the hall. One of the six bay.s 
into which the ceiling is thus divided culminates in a richly sculptured domical 
roof, while the others are merely covered by an arrangement of one square slab 
and three triangular slabs resting symmetrically on th? architraves. The massive 
mouldings running round the outside of the shrine wall indicate an age much 
hi<»her than that of the poorly sculptured image of the goddess inside the shrine, 
on*’the base of which is incised the date V. 1752. In the niches in the 
southern and western walls there are placed images which are replicas m miniature 
of the principal image inside the shrine. Curiously enough on the north wall 
there is no niche and the transverse courses run straight on undisturbed^ The 
goddess locally known as Amba Mata is portrayed standing with a kardxda on 
either side In the two (proper) right hands she holds a trident and rosary and 
in the lower left a kamandain. The object held in the upper left hand is not 
quite clear but looks very much like a belt. On the right door jamb there is an 
inscription in a local dialect, dated in the V. 1752, like the one on the base of 
the principal image, and records probably repairs to the temple and the installation 
of the image, the temple shows signs of having again undergone repairs m 
very recent times.—The temple of Chaubliuj stands on a high plinth and consists 
of three cells In a row, all of tlie same size. The curvilinear hkhara of the 
central shrine is larger than those of the side shrines. In the middle cel there is 
an undated image; but the image of Surya (on the left) and that of Vishnu 
(on the right) in the other shrines are both dated in the year 1741 and to 
the reign of Verisala [Vairisala] 1 , chief of Sirohi. The temple is built out of odd 
members belonging to other and older temples. A low parapet mris found the 
platform on which the shrine stands. The skew brackets embedded in the front 
wall of the shrine indicate that the open space in front was intended to be covered 
by a domical roof. The niches at the back of the .temple contain images of 
Brahma, Vishnu and the Sun ; those of Gane^a and the _ Sun are placed m the 
niches of the lateral walls. Lying near the parapet adjoining the shrine of Vishnu 
1 noticed a low marble stool, polyhedral in section, about a foot in height and 
eighteen inches in diameter. The sides are covered with a bold diaper*pattern 
and the top is carved in the form of a conventional lotus. It is the lotus 
emblematic of the Sun-god. 

Kaiandri. 

21 From Gol we moved to Java! (Zawal of Quarter-Slieet 20 S. E.) and from 
there we visited Deldar and Mandvaria. But none of these places contains any¬ 
thing worthy of notice. En route from Javal to Sanvada we halted at the village 
of Kaiandri about six miles south-west of Javal Besides a modern temple of 
Vishnu there is at Javal a Jain temple dedicated to Mahavira, of perhaps the 
fourteenth century In the main shrine of this temple there is placed a sculptured 
oanel representing in high relief a worshipper {upasaka) vn the act of feeding a 
pigeon, a representation which has probably reference to some incident in the 
life of a tlrthaMara. Worthy of note is the short record of our lines below the 
sculpture, which is an unequivocal testimony of the prevalence of rehgious suicide in 
the Fourteenth century. The inscription, which is dated V. 1389 Phalguna-sudi 
8 Monday, records that on that day the whole o the Samgha committed suicide 
bv abstaining from food (anaSaneua divam gata i). The names of the prominent 
members of the Samgha who immolated themselves m this way are given. Ihe 
name of the village is given as Kalamdraht. ^ - , - , , . , j . 

,2 At Sanvada about fifteen miles due south of KalanJ-l we halted in 
order to visit the neighbouring villages of Tok^ra, iVsava, and Devakhetar. the 
antiquities of which will now be described m succession. 

Tokara. 

2. Tokara, which lies about two miles to the south-east of Sanvada. 
cannm now boast of more than a few isolated huts of shepherd^ though atone 


time it must have been a large nourishing village. On ihe brink of the rivulet 
that streams through the hamlet, stands on a natural elevation a neglected 
group of shrines, the principal one of which is dedicated to the SonAdhAp 
MaKadeva. In the south-west comer of the courtyard stands a dilapidated little 
shrine consisting of a cella and porch (Photo No. 4590). On the architrave of the 
door-frame is sculptured the image of Ganapati. Ilie cumlinear iikhara of stone 
is ornamented with a design of elongated horse-shoe shaped chatiya windows. 
The finely carved amaiaka is entire and In position. The shrine is empty and 
serves as a store*room for ebunatn. On the left door jamb of the sanctum is 
engraved the following inscription (No, 2763):

It thus attributes the " establishment of the god’’in lliai shrine to one 
Rao Vijadu. Now, among the places of antiquarian interest described in his 
Hindi " Hhtory of Sirohl , " Pandit Gautiahankar Qjlia has included Tokara, 
There Pandit Ciaurishankar speaks of a short record incised on a pillar of a shrine 
situated in the endoaure above alluded to. The inscription, he says, is dated 
V'. 1333 Ph^lguna vadi 6 and adds that the shrine was built by R'ttva Hijada, 
the Chabamana kinff of that name. The Paridk proceeds to conclude from this 
that previous to the said year, viz., V. 1333, the Devadas (the Chahamana 
family to which the present rulers of Sirchl belong) must have eKtended their 
sway as for as Mount .Aha. evidently becaitse (as he imagines) the Chohan 
(Devatja) king Btjatl had erecteil a shrine at ‘tokara. U will be noticed that 
all the details of the Inscription described by Pandit Gaurishankar agree 
with those given above by me except in the matter of the reading of the 
year. The date as given by the Pandit Is 133,3; 'vhile I have no doubt that the 
inscription 1 found on the very same Spot bears the date (332, This is a serious 
discrepancy, what might be possible in 1333 is certainly not possible in 1252. 
Moreover, assuming for the sake of argumoni that the year as given by 
Gaurishankar is correct, even then, the absence of any «royaI title (such as 
Afaharajd or Yti^nraju, file.), coupled with the name of the donor, would be, I think, 
a serious objection to any attempt at identifying Rho Bijadu of the inscription w ith 
any royal personage whatever. It is hardly necessary to .point out that the 
abbreviatbn Rau of the inscription may stand for Rsival ur Rsithod or any similar 
clan-name beginning whh Rd. Unless therefore the Pandit has through some 
oversight confounded the dale of the inscription described above by me w'itb 
some other inscription, it must be said that the learned Pandit is mistaken in 
his view regarding the extent of the possessions of the Devadas in the thirteenth 
century. , 

Asava. 

24. About two miles to the south-east of Sanvada is llie village of Asava, 
with which hangs a story' of the slaughter of Brahmanas and the subsequent 
act of atonement for this transgrossion. It is narrated that Hammlra, the younger 
brother of Jagamab ol Sirohi, ivas both airuricious and impetuous. Blinded by 
his greed he attacked and seized by force several villages lielonging 10 his brother. 
During a raid on the village of .Asava he slaughtered several Brahmanns; 
whereupon their widows Immdaied themselves over the corpses of the victims of 
this aggression. Subsequently through the totereession of the relatives of this 
Hammtra, the village of Asava together with a barge part of the adjoining land 
was handed over in \\ 1545 to Brahmanas as BTahmadaya, free of taxes and 
exery other due. No royal official was ever to voter the village- Such ig, 1 
believe, also the purpart of some Mar\’a}‘i inscriptions of the sixteenth century 
outside the local temple of V'ishiju. In this same village there is a well-carved 
image of Hanumat (about 5 feet high) of which the chief interci^L lies in the fact 
that it bears'a date. From an inscription on the base we learn that it was 
fashioned for UhQriina, son of Virasiha, m V. 1355 Magha-sudi lO (Inscr, 
No, 27^4)* resinous oil poured over the image by countless devotees 

has formed such a thick crust over it lh«t it is not possible to get a clear idea of 
the contour of the original sculpture (Photo No, 4591). 
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Devakhetar, 

*5. Not more than a mile away (rom Asav.l lies the village of Des'akhetar. 
and about iwn miles to the east of tl'e latter are situated the ruins of a group of 
temples w'ithiti an enclosing parapet wall. Devakhetar was visited by 
\Ir. Bhiindarkar in 190(1 and its antiquities are described by him In the Prvigrusa 
Report fur the year ending March 19C7. 1 shall, therefore, restrici my remarks 

10 ilie description nf three sh«n inscriptions discovered by me within the temple 
precincts. (JJne of them, which is incised on a plllir of the sttbAamffiii/iipa of the 
large Siva temple, records the oheisance of the Stltradhara and incidentally gives 
the name of the god as Sidhesar fSIddhesvara) One often comes across shon 
records i^ontaining salutations nf engraved on different porrions of 

religious buildings. Thesi' names, 1 may add. are not ot somt jUtrad/iura or 
other wiiM had come there on a pilgrimage, but of the particular'.iw/rtfr/Aa/'tr who 
had planned and built tlic edifice. For, sucli o-curds are not confined to reiigioui^ 
buildings, but are found in connection with secular buildings tdso, for in.^tatice, 
in the Tower of Fame (Krrtham) at Chitorg.id. The second instTiplidn which 
appears to be dated V, 1230 for 1334*) engraved below an image of f>i\a 
and Pani'ati. It has suffered stiverely from the effects of weather and is almost 
illegible. U ctitUahis the name Devakhetar, from which it follows that the name 
of the localitv has remained michangcd during the intervening nine cenLuries. 
The third and last inscription Is a fragmentary record in a local dialect, engraved 
on the ba^c of a column pertaining to the porch of the main temple. Tin* 
inscnplitni is oi ^tituu iiiiportance lor tht: reconstructttiu of the history' of the 
Daramnras. as It refers itsdf to the reign of the Paramara king Suinasfha 
(Somasiihha) and bears the date I 393 p w'hich is the latest date hitherto found 
for him. The earliest date is that which we gather from a record m the temple oJ 
V’astupsla oji Mciunt Abd d,ited in \ . 12S7 corresponding to A. D. 133®* 


Hathal. 

26. H.llhal, called HathaLldt in the plaies of the Paramara pharavarsha 
ffnmd at that |>l.ioe, k situated two miles north-east of Haiiadra, the headquarters 
of the Tahsil. On a low mound dose to the boundary of the village of Hathal stand 
the ruins of tlic tvro temples and a highly dilapidated small shrine. The site, which 
iseuvered with a profusion of carved fragments of various members of temple 
buildings, is now used as a puhlic latrine ! Across the slanting face of the mound 
cow-dung cakeis are put out for drving. The above-mentioned slinne appears i-> 
have been dedicated to Siva but the Llhga is missing. The shnne includes a 
water channel on its north side, while the fragment of a Nan in , 

leaves no doubt as to the god enshrined there. '1 Im two temples alongside of this 
shrine arc so hopelessly munbited that it is no longer possible to say mih rermmtv 
to whom they were dedicated. The remains of the lowest coursi^ which are still 
in siiit show that they were both surrounded by an enclosing wall. « ^hm living 
memory one of these shrines contained an image of Hrahma which, having 
brought ni-luch to the village, was, we were told, despatched t« the neighbouring 
village of Sakhav where it‘is still duly w orshipped. Hie third temple of (he group 

is stated to have contained a representfilion of SQry'a. Among the sculptures 
surimnu 1 noticed the following: an Image of Brahma broken m two halves, a 
rudely carved image of Stirya and a fragment which might have belonpd to an mtage 
of Vishnu. There are several Marian inscnplmns in the village, but no impres¬ 
sions were taken of these, as the inscriptions are of a comparatively modern date, 
in records of the tsih century the name of the place is gjvcm as Brahma-slh.^na 
which indicates that the village was held as iimw hy Brahma^as. In 
learnt that it was made over to Brfihmanas during the regime of the 1 araniftras of 
!ho ihout V i^t? (A a 1158). From that lime date the stones engraved 

of Dharma—whicli are to be seen buried at interv.als a ong the boundary ef he 
Xe in order to mark off Us limits. This is a novel idea I do not remember 
having st^en boundary stones of that type elsewhere or even heard of them. 

Dhandhapur. 

**7 From Hanadra 1 visited also the small vitliges of Dhandhapur situat^ 
about two miles south-west of Hanidra. Seven! Paramar.i mscnptions of the 
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weather-worn as to be absolutely illegible. In these old records the name of the 
place is given, as Dhandhukapura, probably so called after the Paramara long 
Dhandufka). Resting against the wall of a square chhabutra in the village is a 
memorial stone on which is sculptured in high relief a mounted rider armed with 
a spear. Below is a short record of three lines giving the date V. 1347 and the 
name of him in whose memory the stone was set up, viz., Arjuna, son of Paramara 
Patala. Paramara is a ver\' common clan-name among the Rajputs. So there 
does not seem to be sufficient reason for identifying this Paramara Patala with the 
Paramara chieftain Pratapasimha and investing the latter, on the strength of it 
with a son of the name Arjuna, as one antiquarian has done. 

Udrat. 

28. While at Dhandhapur I was told that there were at a distance of not 
more than a couple of miles some ruined temples which were well worth a vbit and so 
I set out to look for them. After some hours of careful search in the wilderness 
I lighted upon the wreckage of two temples. The site is covered with lintels, 
columns, basA and capitals lying in a wild confusion as though the ground on which 
they were standing had been convulsed by an earthquake. Portions of the masonry 
plinth of one temple are still intact and in the debris lying around I discovered the 
fragment of a large slab forming part of the mandcrvara that was sculptured in 
high relief wth the image of a tirthamkara seated in an attitude of meditation. 
It may thus be that a Jain temple had stood there once upon a time. Not many 
yards away lie the remains of another temple, conspicuous amongst which are the 
deeply carved fragments of the stone fikhara. The presence of the Siva Lihga 
pedestal is evidence of its. being once a temple dedicated to Siva worship. From 
the character of letters engraved on the fragments, the temple may be ascribed 
roughly to the eleventh or twelfth century, a conclusion which is not at discord 
with the style of the ornamentation of the ftkharas which are deeply sculptured 
with a design consisting of chaitya windows. 

Jolpur. 

29. On leaving Hanadra we halted at Revadhar so as to be able to inspect 
conveniently some villages in the neighbourhood of the latter town. The first 
village to be visited from here was Jolpur situated about four miles from Revadhar. 
The only temple in the village is in a state of advanced ruin. It consists of three 
shrines standing on a solid masonry plinth. The pordi is in a highly dilapidated 
condition. The middle shrine contains a ^iva Lihga which goes by the name of 
Kalesar (Kalesvara). The doorway of this shrine is elaborately carved. To judge 
from the general style of workmanship the temples cannot belong to a date 

m anterior to the twelfth century.—But about a mile or so from Jolpur are standing 
the remains of a complqj^ of highly dilapidated temples which are several centuries 
older than the one just described. The group, as it stands, consists of two large 
shrines and three subsidiary shrines standing at a short distance behind the former. 
One of the larger shrines contains fragments of a massive pedestal of a iSiva 
Lihga of which theyom lies just outside the porch. Near the remains of the 
pedestal is lying what appears at first sight to be a dwarf pillar with section chang¬ 
ing from a square to a circle through an octagon. But as its dimensions agree 
exactly with those of the internal section of the abovementioned and pedestal, 
there can be no doubt that this shaft was once fitted into the ci.rcular opening of the 

and is the actual Lihga. The other large shrine sheltered one whole and 
another mutilated image of Mahishas.uraraardini. The broken icon is fashioned 
out of granite—a stone not usually met with in these parts—and though not 
unlike the other image, which is of soft limestone, exhibits much finer workman¬ 
ship and greater finish of detail. Of the three subsidiary shrines, one is completely 
demolished (only the lowest course remaining in situ), while the other which is 
better preserved is empty. The third subsidiary' shrine contains a well-carved 
image of Surya, broken in twain across the knees. The stone iikhara of most 
of these fanes have fallen in; but wherever isolated blocks of these are still 
standing in position, their ornamentation is seen to consist of repetition in miniature 
of deeply carved chaitya windows and fa9ades. Many stones of the debris 
showed the same design. The size of the iikhara may be judged from the 
fragmentary’ sector of an amalaka with a radius of twelve feet six inches. For 
the antiquity of the temple speak the large size of the undecorated stone blocks 


of which the walls are built, the massive size of the plain mouldings and the large 
clear horse-shoe shaped M/fn windows which form part of the design ot the 
deeply car\"ed hikhara (Photo No. 4596-A). 

Jiraval. 

-30 About five miles to the north-west of Revadhar lies the viUage of Jirayal. 

In inscriptions of the 14th century in the local Jaina temple at the foot of 

a hill to the west of the village the name of the village occurs as Jiraula or Jiraia. 
The sanctum of this temple contains an image of Nemmatha characterised by his 
lanchhana of the conch. But it is amply clear from the inscriptions 
(Nos 2773—80) engraved on the jambs and lintels of the doorways of the 
subsidiaiy shrines that the temple was originally consecrat^ to Parsvanatha a 
fact which is well known to the inhabitants of the village of Jiraval, who give the 
foSowin^ reason for the change of denomination. They narrate that dunng the 
regime of a Muslim king (whom they called Boka# Padashah) the tempk w^s 
attacked desecrated and plundered by a band of Muhammadan troops. Du ng 
this raid’ the image of Parsvanatha was pulled down and smashed to pieces ly 
the bigotted iconodasts. A long time after, when the temple was resuscitated.

The subsidiary shrines which form the enclosed aisle are all empty. The jambs 
and lintels of over forty of them are inscribed with dedicatory inscriptions giving 
rte nami o( the donor! the quondam pontiffs, etc. The earhest of them ,s 
^ated “n V Htt. and Ihe latit in V. ,483. The donors seem to have been aU 
Osval Banias ; and this is the class to which the present Bania community of the 
village belongs Visalanagara and Kalavanagara appear among the names of the 
placi of resfdence of somf of the donors. It is at Visalan^^^^^^ 

there was a large colony of Osval Banias. The temple which is probably ot the 
same date as the above-mentioned inscriptions, viz., the fourteenth century o e 
Christian era, contains no features of architectural note. 

Varman. 

'K\ The village of Varman lies along the main road leading 
to Mandar a little to the west of the Sukli river which is a tributary of the Banas 
The oiace seems to have been at one time of considerable importance, u now i 
has lost its former grandeur and is reduced to the condition of an insignificant 
Samlet AboSTmile to the north of the village there is a gigantic Vaja ^ 
tree which together with its off-shoots covers quite an acre of land and 
n u i a growth of uS"enerations. To the south of the village stands on a 
S anfnfnee a Jain tempTe dedicated to Mahhvlra. The mam shrme ,s empt^

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marble temple dedicated to the Sun-god which even now in its 3 ecay is an impos¬ 
ing structure (Photo Nos. 4598-4616). The careful finish of its carving, the 
proportion of its members and the parsimonious use of decorative detail, all tend 
to show that the building must have been constructed at a time when temple 
architecture was a vitally living art. The temple, which faces the east, consists of 
the shrine, sabhamaiidapa, pradakshina and porch. The oblong outline of 
plan is broken by projecting niches and windows from the mandapa and the 
circumambulatory (see drawing No. 1392). The ftkhara of the shrine has 
fallen away and the roof of the porch and matjdapa is also partly demolished. 
Where the foundation has subsided or the pillars given away the loosened stones 
have slid off one another and are lying scattered round about the ruin (Photo 

4598). In the debris I discovered a standing image of SQr)'a (broken clean 
across the knees) which must have occupied the main shrine (Photo No. 4612). 

I discovered also finely car\ed but partially mutilated images of the mvagrahas 
and the eight dikpalas (Photo Nos. 4615-16). The finest pi^ce, however, is a 
mutilated group, the principal figure of which is the form of the Sun-god called 
Sorya-NarSyana (Photo No. 4609). To this group belongs the pedestal resting 
in the niche in the western wall of the sanctum (Photo No. 4600). The pedestal . 
is sculptured in the form of a chariot drawn by seven steeds which is a marvellous 
piece of realism. Unfortunately most of the sculptures found here are frag¬ 
mentary, and even the fragments are highly mutilated. Several of the pillars of 
this temple are engraved with inscriptions (Nos. 2782—87) in which the god of 
the temple is referred to as Brahmana-sv'amin. One of the inscriptions belonging 
to the reign of the Paramara Pornapala, son of Dhandhua (Dhandhuka) states 
that m V. 1099 Jyeshtha-sudi 30 Wednesday, Nochaka, son of Sarama 
repaired the temple. Another dated V. 1076 Chaitra-sudi 7 (ratha-saptam) 
records that Sohapa, while on a visit to the temple, presented to the god two 
fields^ A third inscription belonging to the " prosperous and victorious reign ” of 
Maharajakida Vikramasimha, and dated in V. 1356 Jyeshtha-vadi 5 Mtmday 
gives the place-name clearly as Brahmana-mahasthana. There can be. therefore 
no -doubt that Brahmana is the sanskritised form of V'^arman. Three other 
records are dated respectively in V. 1315, 1330 and 1342. 

32. As it would not be possible to do justice to larger questions of 
architectural and iconographic interest connected with this temple without the 
help of drawings and illustrations which cannot be reproduce here I intend 
contributing an illustrated article to the Director-General’s Annual of Arch<eolo^v 
where these subjects will be discussed in detail.
